\R. D’Anvers, in bis laf Craftfman, con- 
ft aeS ) cludes this famous Differtation ; but has 
este) made bis Conclufion of it fo loug that 
<i} it takes up almoft feven Columns of bis 
Pas] Paper ; and hardly leaves half a Cc 
lumn for his Foreign and Domefick 
News: We fhail endeavour in the A- 
bridgement we Jay before our Readers, 
to take in the moff material Parts of what he fays, without 
making our Extract above half as long cs the Original. 
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As the Means (fays Mr. D’ Anvers) oc influencing by 
Trerogative; and of governing by Force, were confidered 
to be increas’d formerly, upon every Increafe of Power 
tothe Crown, fo are the Means of influencing by Money, 
and of governing by Corruption, to be confidered as in. 
creafed now, upon that Increafe of Power, which hath 
accrued to the Crown by the sew Conflitution of the Reve- 
aue, fince the Revolution. 

The firft of thofe Means of Corruption, that have grown 
up, or been increas’d, fince the Revolution, which I hhall 
mention, is the Eftablifhment of the Civi/-Liff ; not fo 
much on Account of the Manner, in which it was origi- 
nally given, as on Account of That, in which it hath 
been fince given, and of the vaft Augmentations, that 
haye been made to it; Augmentations, that may be 
doubled, or trebled, in Times to come, upon the fame 
Motives, under the fame and other Pretences, in fhort 
jutt as fpecioufly as they have been made. The Revenue 
ef King Fames the Tid, as it ftood at his Abdication, 
hath been mentioned, and it would not be hard to thew, 
by indifputable Computations, that They, ~ who appre- 
hended He might te able to govern without Par/ia meats, 
orto buy Parliaments, if He wanted their Affiftance, 
had good Reafon for fuch Apprehenfions, notwithftanding 
tae Expence He was at, over and above all the ordinary 
Charges of the Government, in maintaining againft Law a 
great flanding Army of /xteca, or eighteen thoufand Mes. 
But to go back to the Reign of King Char/es the Id, 
whofe Revenve was much lIefs. The Patriots oj that 
“\ge, even when this Revenue was computed at no more 

tan 1,200,000 4. a Year, took great Alarm at the pecw- 
niary Influence it might create, and look’d upon it, and 
{poke of it, as a Fund for Corruption. Now, it this Re- 
venue could afford a Fund for Corruption, when, befides 
maintaining the Honour and Dignity of the Crowz, it Was 
to detray all the other Expences of the State, and among 
the reft Thofe of a /mail Army, and a great Fleet; what 
would the fame Patriots think of a Revenue of 800,000 4, 
ora Miliicn a Year, applicable to the particular Expences 
of the Crown elene, and not one Farthing of which facred 
Nreafure was ever diverted to any saticnal Ufe? They 
would have the fame juit Confidence, no. Doubt, 3s We 
hive, in his prefent Majefty ; bute They would fay, 
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may become hereafter an inexhaufible Fund of Corrup- 
tion; and therefore that the J/ndependency of Parliaments i8y 
and muft be in real Danger, till fome Remedies, as effec- 
tual againft the pecuniary lnfluents, as have been found a- 
gaint the Prerogative, ot the Crown, areprovided, ‘Whey 
would thew that a {mall Sum, in Aid of Places and Pea-

fions, of Fears and Expedfations, might ferve for the or- 


dinary Charge of annual Corruption; and that a {mall Sav- 
ing referved every Year might produce, at the End of Se- 
ven, a Fund fufficient for the extraordinary Charge of 


feptennial and national Corruption. 


A wicked Adminiffration may propofe to impoverifh the 
People, to render ‘Chem as fubmiffive and as abject as 
the Subjects, the Boors, or the Slaves, in fome foreign 
Countries, and to beggar Them out of their Srurdine/. 
Bot there is another View, that may be common to a 
weak and a wicked Adminiffration both. In fuch an Age 
as We fuppofe, publick Money will be eafily granted and 
ublick Accounts rarely, or incurioufly infpected. ‘The 
Minifiers therefore, though never fo weak, may be im- 
pudent enough to ask, and able enough to get, frequent 
Supplies, on national Pretences, for private Purpo/es. 
The Confequences of This are manifold; for, in gene- 
ral, the more Money pafles through their Hands, the 
more Opportunities They have of Gain ; and, in par- 
ticular, They may fhare, if They pleafe, in every 4ad 
Bargain They make for the Publick; and the worfe 
their Bargain, the better their Share will be. ‘Thus an 
immenfe Subfedy given tofome /ittle Prince, who deals 
in Soldiers, or an immenfe Arrear ftated in Favour of 
thefe “ttle Merchants of humane Flefb, may be fo order- 
ed as to fteal enough trom the Publick to replenifh the 
royal Coffers, to glut the AZinifers, to feed fome of their 
hungry Creatures, and to bribe a Parliament befides.  Se- 
veral of thefe occafional Fobs may be, and no Doubt will 
be contrived, in fuch an Age, and by fuch Means as We 
here fuppofe, and may be juftly reckoned as fo many 
avxiliary Funds, belonging to the great aggregate Fund of 
Corruption. Let us however break off from difcourfing of 
Thefe, which may be more eafily and more frequearly 
contrived under the prefent, but might have been contrived 
under the former Cenbinitios of the Revenue ; and let us 
turn our Difcourfe to fpeak of that great Source of Corrup- 
fou, which was opened foon ajter the Revolution ; which 
7: 2 was 
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was unknown before it; and which hath fpread, fince it 
was opened, like the Box of Pandora, innumerable Evils 
over this unhappy Country. 

The Increafe and Continuance of Zaxes acquire to the 
Crown, by multiplying Officers of the Revenue, and by 
arming Them with formidable Powers againft the reft 
of their Fellow-Subjects, a Degree of Power, whofe 
Weight the interjour Ranks af our People have long felt, 
and They moft, who are moft ufeful to the Common- 
wealth, and which even the fuperiour Ranks may feel 
one Time or other ; for I prefume it would not be difi- 
cult to fhew how a full Exercife of the Pewers, that are 
in beg, with or even without fome little Additions to 
them, for the Jmprovewent of the Revenue (that ftale Pre- 
tence for Oppreffion) might oblige the greateft Lord in 
the Land to bow as low toa Commiffioner of the Cuftoms, 
or Excife, or to fome fubaltern Harpy, as any Nobleman, 
or Gentleman in France can be obliged to bow to the /ntea- 
dant of bis Province. 

In Times of Peace, in Days of Profperitv, 4s We 
boaft them to’be, We contract mcew Debts, and We create 
new Funds. What muft We do in War, and in national 
Diftrefs ? What will happen, when we have mortgaged, 
and funded all We have to mortgage, and to fund; when 
We have mortgaged to new Creditors that fxking Fuad, 
which was mortgaged to other Creditors not yet paid 
off ; when We have mortgaged all the Produd of cur 
Land, and even our Land itfeif ? Who can anfwer that 
when We come to fuch Extremities, or have them more 
nearly in Profpect, ten Millions of Peopie will bear any 
Jonger to be Hewers of Wood, end Drawers of Water, 
to maintain the two hundredth Part of that Number at 
Eafe and in Plenty ? Who can anfwer that the whole Body 
of the Pecple will fuffer Themfelves to be treated, im 
Favour of an Handful of Men, (tor They, who monopo- 
lize the whole Power, and may in Time monopolize 
the whole Property of the Funds, aye indeed but am 
Handful) who can: anfwer that the zwbo/e Body of the 
People will fuffer Themfelves to he treated, in Favour 
of fuch an Handful, as the poor Jndiens aré, in Favout 
of the Soeniards ; to be parcell'd out in Lots, as it were; 
pan =} ne pt like thefe Indians to the Spanifh Plan: 

ond - Who. Soageat- for the Proprietors of the feveral 
Mund: Ho can anfwer that a Scheme, which — 
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the Former, ruins the Manufacturer, breaks the Mer- 
chant, difcourages Induffry, and reduces Fraud into Sy- 
ftem ; which beggars fo often the fair Adventurer, and 
innocent Proprie or ; which drains continually a Portion 
ef our national Wealth away to Foreigners, and draws 
moft pernicioufly the reft of that immenfe Property, that 
was diffus’d among Thouvfands, into the Pockets of a 
Few; who can anfwer that /uch a Scheme will be always 
endured ? But my Subject, requires no more than 
that I fhould take Notice of the Eftablifhment of the 
ubli-k Funds, as it furnifhes mew Means of Corrupiicn, on 
the Part of the Crowm, and new Facilities to thefe Means, 
on the Part of the People. 

Now This, I fuppofe, hath Need of no Proof, and of 
little Explanation; for, fir, the whole Art of Stock. 
jobbing, the whole Myffery of IJniquity, mentioned aboye, 
arifes from this Effablifhment, and is employed about 
the Funds ; and, fecond/y, the main Springs, that turn, 
or may turn, the artificial Wheel of Credit, and make 
the Peper Fates, that are faftened to it, rife or fall, 
lurk behind the Veil of the Treafury. From hence it 
follows, that if this Office fhould be ever unrighteoufly 
adminiftered ; if there fhould ever be, at the Head of 
it, one of thofe veteran Sharpers, who hath learned by 
Experience how to improve the Folly, and aggravate the 
Misfortunes, of his Fellow-Subjects, of the Innocent, of 
the Poor, of the Widow, and of the Orphan, to his 
own, or any other private Advantage ; it follows, I fay, 
that He muft have it in his Power, and there can be 
no Doubt of his Will, to employ two Afetheds of Cor- 
ruption, without any Incumbrance to the Civi/ Lif. Such 
a miniferial Fobber may employ the Opportunities of 
gaining on the Funds, that He can frequently create, by a 
thoufand various Artifices, (notwithftanding the excellent 
Provifions, that have been lately made againft the infamous 
PraGice of Stockjobbing, by the Wifdom of the Legifla. 
ture, and which We promife ourfelves will be ftill im- 
Proved) and He may apply the Gains, that are thus made, 
to Corruption, in Aid of the Civrl Lif. He may cor- 
rupt Men with their own Spot/s, and bribe even Tho/e, 
Whom He reduced by his clandeftine Practices to that 
Penury, which could alone make Them capable of being 
br.ded.

Much more might be faid, concerning the Jncreaf of 
Power, that the Crown hath acquired, and muft copt). 
nue to acquire, according to the pre/ent Confitution and 
Management of the Revenue. Much more might be fiid 
to fhew that the Power of Monzy, as the World is nowy 
conftituted, is rea/ Power, and that @// Power, without 
This, is imaginary ; that the Prince, who gets Prerggg. 
give alone, gets a Phantom ; but that He, who gets Mp. 
ney, even without Prerogative, gets fomething real, and 
will be as much ftronger than his People, as He hath a 
greater Command of Mozey. In fine, a great deal more 
might be faid to fhew how much Corruption, is a more 
deadly Weapon than the dighef# Prerogative in the Hands 
of Men, who are Exemies to fuch a Confitution of Govern 
arent as ours is. 

Had We lived when the Star-Chamber tyrannized, and 
snany other extravagant Powers were exercifed, under the 
Authority of the Crown, We fhould have found Fault a 
much as We dared, no Doubt; and yet have waited pa 
tiently, perhaps, for fome favourable Opportunity of 1- 
dreffing the Grievances. But when He herd thefe Aa 
of Power juftify’d as legal and conffituticnal, and the 
Prerogative, by virtue of which They «ere done, claim'd 
as a Right in the Crown. We fhould have taken the A- 
larm, I prefume, as hot as our Predeceffors did. Thus, 
in the Cafe now before us, Corruption may have been 
practifed in fome Degree, perhaps at all Times. But 
then it hath been always kept under Ly the Shame and 
Danger, that attended both the Corruptor and the Ca- 
rupted. It hath been always complained of, never de- 
fended, and Endeayours have been ufed, from Time to 
Time, with general Applaufe,to prevent it. But at 
cording to the Principles now avow’d, thefe Endeavours 
were unjuft ; they ought to be repented of; and the Ads 
made in Confequence of them ought to be repealed ;. for 
the confitutional saacpenssny of the Crown cannot be 
fopported, unlefs the Crowa have the Right and the Means 
of taking their Independency from the other Parts of the 
Legiflature, by keeping the Members of thofe Affemblies 
under a pecuniary Influence. Let no Man think that the 
Abfurdity and Profligacy of thee Dofirines fecure us @ 
gainft the Effect of them. They may foon grow into 
V ogue, and be reputed as facred Truths as any of thofe 
Falihoods, that are eftablithed by the Syftems of Policy 
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and Religion, in many other Country. What can be too 


abfurd, or too profligate, for an abfurd and profligate, or 
for a fuperftitious People? , | 
But if We fhould apprehend the Effects of this Dodfrine 
as little, as We efteem the Doctors, who preach it; yet 
gill the Alarm is given by Them, and it would be Stu- 
pidity, or fomewhat much worfe than Stupidity, not to 
take it. We defpife the Drummers and Trumpeters of an E- 
nemy's Army; (for I ref{ume the Allufion, that I apply’d 
in the firft o, thefe Difcourfes ;) but when We hear the 
Noife of their Drums and Trumpets, We take the Alarm, 
and conclude the Enemy is near. ‘The Friends of our Con- 


fitution therefore are in the Right to join Iffue upon this 


Point with the Ememies of it, and to fix upon this principal 
and real Diftinction, and Difference, the prefent Divifion 
of Parties; fince Parties We muft have ; and fince Thole, 
which fubfifted formerly, are quite extinguifhed, notwith- 
ftanding all the wicked Endeavours of fome Men, who can 
have no Merit but Party Merit, nor Safety but in Fedion, 
to revive them. If there was Merit, and furely there was 
ereat Merit, in oppofing the Affertors of Prerogative for- 
merly, when it rofe fo high as to endanger our Liberty; 
there is great Merit in oppofing the Affertors of Corruption 
now, and in expofing the Means, by which this Expedi- 
ent may be improved tothe Ruin of our Confitution, and 
therefore of our Liberty. Nay, the Merit is greater in 
fome Refpects, if Corruption be in itfelf, in its own Na- 
ture, and in the prefent Circumftances of the Nation, and 
Difpofitions of the People, more dangerous than Preroga- 
tive ever was ; and if the Means of eftablifhing a Govern- 
ment of arbitrary Will, by Corruption, be more likely to 
prove effectual, than ‘Thofe ot doing it by Prerogative ever 
were. That it fhould ever become harder to fave our 
Country from the Effects of Corruption, than it was to de- 
feat the Efforts of Prerogative, God forbid. On the 
whole Matter, a Differtation upon Parties could not wind 
itfelf up more properly, We think, than by fhewing that 
the Pritifh Comftitution of Government deferves, above ail 
others the conftant Attention, and Care to maintain it, of 
the People, who are fo happy as to live under it; that it 
may be weakened for Want of Attention, which is a De- 
gree of Danger ; but that it cannot be deftroyed, unlefs 
the Peers and the Commons, (That is, the whole Body of 
the People) unite to deftroy it; which is a Degree of 
| Madnefs, 
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Madnefs, and fach a monftrous Iniquity, as nothing by 
congrm'd and antverfal Corruption can produce ; that fince 
the Time, when all our Dangers from Prerogatives cew’é, 
new Dangers to this Conftitution, more filent and lefs ob. 
ferved, are arifen; and, finally, that as nothing can be 
‘more ridiculous than to preferve the nominal Divifion of 
hig and Tory Parties, which fubfifted before the Revolj. 
tion, when the Difference of Principles, that could alone 
rake the real Diftinction real, exifts no longér ; fo nothing 
can be more reafonable than to admit the nominal Divifion 
of Confiitutionifis and Anti.conftituticnifes, or of a Court and 
a Country Party, at this Time, when an ayow’d Difference 
of Principles makes this Diftinction real. That this Di 
ftinction is real cannot be deny’d, as long és there are Men 
amongft us, who argue for, and who promote even a (or. 
ript Dependency of the Members of the two Hou ifes of Par. 
diament on the Crown ; and others, who maintajn that /icb 
a Dependency of the Members takes away the confite 
tional Independency of the two Houfes, and that, this Ie 
dependency loft, our Conftitution is a dead Letter, and We 
fhall be only in a worfe Condition for preferving the 
Forms oi it. | 

To reduce therefore our prefent Parties to his fngle 
Divifion, our prefent Difputes to rhis fingle Contcf, and 
to fix our principal Attention on this Objed of Danger, too 
long and too mmch neglected, hath beea and is the fole 
Detign of thefe Difcourfes. The Defign my have been 
infaficiently executed ; but it is honeft; but it is of the 
katt Importance; and whatever the Exemics of cur Coa- 
fiituticn, who call Themfelves the Friends of the Govert 
ment, may fry, toamufe and impofe on the weak, igno 
rant, and trifing Part of Mankind ; the Importance of f 
will be felt every Day, and every Hour, more and more. 
till it be fele by every Min in Britain. Let us hope, and 
eaceavour by all poffible Means. that it may not be felt t00 
late ; and to encourcsge the ConfPitutionif's, or Comunity 
Periy, in this Attempt, let us confider from whom an Op- 
poition toit is to be expected. Shall it be expected 
then irom Thofe, who have pafed under the Denomia- 
tion of Torzes ? Certain'y not. They feel as much as 
any Men in Britain the Preference, that ought to be givel 
to that Syftem of Government, which was eftablithed by 
the Revolution, and in which They took fo great a Shares 
and ihtw Uhemfelves as ready to render that great abi 
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which was left and ftill continues imperfect, compleat..—— 
Shall this Oppofition be expected from the Diffenters ? 
It cannot be. Shal! They, who pretend to greater Purity 
than others, become the Advocates of Corruption ? Shall 
They contribute their Endeavours to undermine the beft 
Conftitution of Government They can hope to enjoy, un- 
lefs They hope to rife on the Ruins of it, and to form ano- 
ther on their own Model? As religious Sets, They de- 
ferve Indulgence, and They have it; but They are too 
wife not to fee that, as a Fad7ion in the State, They would 
deferve none. In Fine, fhall this Oppofition be ex- 
pected from Thofe, who have been called Whigs ? That 
too is impoflible. ‘Their Predeceffors afferted the Jadepen- 
dency of Parliaments, and ftruggled hard againft Corrupiicn, 
in former Reigns. When the reft of Mankind embrace 
the /2me Principles, and purfue the fame Ends, thall They 
renounce ove, andrun counter to the other ? Shall They 
own Themielves againft one Method of defreying our 
Confitution, but for another; againft making Asugs in- 
dependent on Parliaments by Prerogative, but for making 
Parliaments dependent on Kings by Corruption? Shall 
They give the Enemies of the Revolution a plaufible 
Pretence to fay that nothing more was meant by Them 
at leait, than a Change of Government, in which They 
hoped to find their perticular and Party Account? ‘This 
would be to caf black and odious Colours on the Revolu- 
tion, indeed ; more black, and more odicus than any, 
that it was in the Power of a vaia, forwerd, turbulent 
Preacher to caft, by his frothy Declamations. But the 
Whigs are fo far from oppofing thefe Endeavours to pre- 
ferve our Conffitution, that They co-operate to promote 
the Succefs of them; and that, however perjonal Preju- 
dices, perfonal Partialities, and old Habits, that are daily 
wearing off, may be @ill entertained by fome amongft 
Them, all the independent Men, who pafs under that 
Name, unite in the common Caufe of Liberty, and their 
Country. It remains therefore that no National 








Party can be form’d in Oppofition to Thofe, who en- 
deayour to fecure the Independency of Parliaments againtt 
the new Influence of the Crown, and againit Corruption ; 
hor any Strength be exerted, except That of a Fadvion, 
compofed of the ms of all Parties, glean’d up by One, 
who hath none for Him. 
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I have now gone through the Task I impofed on ny 
felf, and fhall only add thefe few Words. There was an 
Engagement taken, in the Beginning of thefe Difcourfes, 
not to flatter. I have kept this Engagement, and have 
fpoken with great Freedom ; but I hope with the Juftice 
and Moderation, and Decency, that I intended, of Per- 
fons and of Things. 


Extract from FoG’s-JOURNAL. 
The Remarkable Cafe of Mr. Alderman Perry. 
y/ R. Fog’s laf Yournal confifts of three Letters from 


his Corre/pondents : We fhall lay before our Readers 
thofe two which we take to be the moft remarkable. 





Mr. Fog, Briffol, Det. 10, 1734 

I belong toa Club of confiderable Merchants in this 
Place, and as all of us mind ovr Books and our Bufinefs 
more than News, we feldom read any Papers, but the ¢hree 
eckly Journals, to wit, the Craftsman, the London Four- 
nal, and Yours, and even to thefe, we feldom read the 
News Part of either, except fometimes that we caft our 
Hyes over that Part of your Paper, becaufe there we 
generally find /ome Thing to divert us. Thefe three are 
regularly brought to our Club; but in a Paper brought 
us laft Night by Chance, called the Daily Fournal of De 
cember the 4th there was this Remarkable Article. 


“« Yefterday, at the Sittings of the Court of Exchequer 
at /icfminfer, was try’d before the Right Hon. Lord 
Chief Baron Reynolds, by a {pecial Jury, viz. Sir Foba 
‘ Aufen, Sir Henry Maynard, and other Gentlemen of 
* Diftinction, an Information, in the Nature of a Civil 
\ction, brought by the Crown againit Mr. Aldermaa 
Perry, tor the Sum of 62374. 14 Shillings, and 3 Pence 
halfpeany, by him received for the ufe of his late Ma- 
‘ jefty. ‘he Cafe appeared to be thus; Mr. Alderman 
Perry fold to Mr. Richard Corbet (now in Parts uf- 
known beyond Sea) 38 Hogtheads of Tobacco for Ex- 
portation to Cadiz, which on the 26th of May, 1725; 
- were fhip’d on Board the Francis and Mary : Richard 
Corfe? on the Debenture {wore them to be fo exportees 
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‘ and that they were not landed, or intended to be landed, 
*‘ in Great-Britain, or Jrelend ; and that hehad the Direc- 
« tion of the Voyage: Upon this the Alderman became 
“ entitled to, and admitted, he did on the 13th of Auguf, 
“ receive the Draw-back, amounting tothe Sum laid in 
“the Information. But it appeared by the Evidence of 
** Jfaac Coqgubart, the Mafter, Chriffy, one of the Mari- 
‘“‘ ners, and Gehogear, at that Time Servant to Mr. Gal- 
“* way of Beerhaven in Baatree Bay in Ireland, who was 
“ Owner of the Ship, that thefe Tobaccoes were landed at 
“« Bantree Bay, on the 28th Fuly, by Direction of the 
“ faid Galway’s Son. It was urged by the King’s Couna- 
“cil, that the Tobacco being thus educate landed, 
‘‘ (tho’ without the Privity of the Defendant) the Deben- 
“‘ tures for the Draw-back were forfeited, and the Defen- 
“‘ dant ought to repay the Money, and might have his 
“Remedy againft Corbet. On the other fide, it was 
“ prov’d, that, after the Tobacco was fhip’d, the Deten- 
“‘ dant had no Power over it; that Corbet was the Expor- 
“ter; and that there being no Sufpicion of Fraud, on the 
“ Part of the Defendant (as was indeed admitted by the 
“ King’s Council) he was no way fubject to repay the 
* Duty, but the Party who fraudently landed it in /re- 
“ fand. Upon the whole the Lord Chief Baron was of 
“Opinion, that the Point of Law was of too great 
“ Weight to be decided with fo little Solemnity ; and the 
“ Jury having found the Facts, after the Special Verdict is 
‘“‘ drawn out in Form, it will be argu’d before the Barons, 
“‘ and receive their Judgment.

“« Several Informations have been filed againft Merchants 
‘“‘ inthe Virginia Trade, of the fame Nature with that of

whole Club, and as we think you have a Real Concera for 
the Intereft of your Country, we wondered you had not 
Communicated two Articles which are of /uch Importance 
to the Trading Part of Great-Britain ; and which feems to 
jetty a Remark made by the Author of a Pamphlet 
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Publithed about a Year ago, Intitled, The Exci/e Scheme 
Diff Tea, &e. 

Ihis tamphlet our Club were induced to ead, by fome 
Extracts from it, we faw in fome of your Journals lag 
Winter, for which Pleafure we thank you ; for with Re. 
ipect to the Danger our Conffitution may be in from mu. 
tip'ying Penfions, Places, Pains and Penalties, it has opened 
all our Fyes, and we believe the Eyes of every one that has

the Proceedings or Proof, he is in Danger of payin 
Treble Coffs, whichthe above mentioned Author i 
jufily calls, A Method of terrifying his Majcfy’s Faitb- 
ful Subjetts from fecking Redre/s agajnft the Oppreffions 
committed by bis Mayjefiy’s undutiful Officers. 

Thank God, I amin fuch Circumftances that J de/pife 
Informations as well as Opprefficas from fuch Vermine, ¥ 
can bear the Expence of frying the Truth of an Informa- 
tion, and I wadervalue the Danger of paying, even Treble 
Cofs, when I meet with any Oppreffion; therefore I’ have 
in Elections generally voted againf thofe whofe private 
Interef might probably /eed them Counter to the Publick ;

FRANCE. 


HERE are yet great Uneafinefles at the Court of 
France, about difpofing of the Command of His 
moit Chrifian Majefty’s Troops, on the Rhine, and in 
iraly, for the enfuing Campaign. ‘The Count de Belliffe, 
though a young Lieutenant General, feems to be higher 
in Reputation than many other Officers, whofe Commifit 
ens bear an elder Date, and the Miniftry fhews a Ter 
dency to favour him ; but the Difficulty of fo many fupe- 
riour in Command, and ancienter in Commiflion, is not f 
eafily got over. We mentioned, in a former BEE, 
the General Command being propofed to be given to the 
Duke ot Boerbox, under whom the Count might Com- 
mand ; but in that Cafe, the Marfhals of France would 
have thought much to have been fet afide; and who 
knows, whether a Prince of the Blood might patiently 
fuffer himfeli to be guided, by one fo much inferiour in 
Quality and Command, though of neyer fo much greater 
Knowledge in the Art of War. The Difficulty of well- 
difpofing of the Command in /ta/y, feems no lefs than 
oj that on the Rdsne, and will probably, in a great Mea- 
fure, depend on the: Refolution Prince Eugene may 
take, Experience having thewn that a very large Share 
of Conduct is requied to form a General, and that 
intrepid Valour, though. mixed with fome Share of the 
former, has not always had a fufficient Weight. How 
great a Lofs France has fuftained in the Duke of Ber¢ 
sick, May now probably be very vifible.

UR Advices from Varfaw take Notice of a very 

popular Action of King Auguffus. We mentioned in 
our fait, that a good Part of the Baggage belonging to 
Count Offa/inski had fallen into the Hands of the Ru/frans. 
This Booty, it was expected, would have been claimed 
by King Auguffus, as taken from a Perfon whom he calls 
a Rebel againft his Government ; but his Majefty refufing 
to appropriate any of it to his own Ufe, ordered it to 
be diftributed among the Soldiers. Some think, however, 
the Action would have been more popular, in the prefent 
Circumftances of Things, if he had ordered the whole to 
have been reftored to the Count ; in which he would 
have imitated the famous Mark Anthony; who when his 
Friend Alnobarbus deferted from him to Auguffus Cafar ; 
fent all his Money and Equipage after him: It is faid 
that; Anobarbus was fo ftruck with this unexpected Piece 
of Generofity that it coft him his Life. 

Notwithftanding what we faid, in our laft, the French 
Ambaffadour at Stockholm pretends, fince the Arrival of 
an Exprefs from Petersburg, that Monf./Etang has ftrong 
Hopes of fucceeding in his Negociations at that Court, 
aconfiderable Party having, as it is faid, declared for the 
French Intereft. One of the Offers made by that Mi- 
nifter is, as we mentioned, in a former BEEF, that His 
mojt Chriftian Majefty would guaranty to Her Czarian 
Majefty the Provinces conquer’d by the Czar, Peter I. 
from the Crown of Sweden; the Swedi/b Senate has taken 
Preat Difguft at this Propofal, and feems more than ever 
inclined to embraee the Party of His Jmperial Majetty. 
The Meafures taken by other Maritime Powers will,
